From all we can learn, from private and 
public advices, it seems that’ the two 
foreign Banks in Yokohama which de- 
clared that the Japanese yen would be 
accepted on @ par with the Mexican dol- 
lar, have. anticipated matters somewhat 
by their action. The Chartered Mercan- 
tile and Comptoir d’Escompte have nok 
agreed to the proposition of the Oriental 
and the Hongkong Banks, and a want of 
unanimity is therefore discernible in this 
apparently -well-meant ‘endeavour to 
smooth monetary matters in Japan, It 
must be admitted that the discovery of 
enormous quantities of counterfeit kinsats, 
revealed by the exposure of the Fujita 
swindle, has aesisted in disorganizing the 
money market, and rendered any good | 
result impossible. What has apparently 
made the notification of the Hongkong 
and Oriental’ banks somewhat pre: 
mature is- the misunderstanding that 


cantile communities ‘of Japan’ have 
trusted to a broken reed, and are now- 
realizing that unpleasant condition of

~ If the Chinese will not accopt yen at par 
with dollars foreign exchange must suffer. 
It is obvious that if. yen cannot be remitted 
to China and sold there upon equal terms 
with dollars, the latter coin’ will certainly, 
for all purposes of export, be at a prémium 
in Japan. It may be said ‘that this orgué' 
ment 1s: unsound, because two of the banks 
of Yokohama will sell bills on China ‘for 
silver yen on equal terms with Moxicai dol- 
lars. ‘That theas banke will do 60 is true, 
but they will regulate their exchange accord~ 
ingly. £100,000. yen have to be yemitted 
to China where they will only realise 98,600 
Mexican dollors, the rate for the banks’ 
Grafts will be in proportion ; it the would-be 
purchasers of ‘the dafts are dissatisfied they. 
may send specie remittances in licu of bills. 
This iso reasonable and necessary conse= 
quence of the notification. The, Japanese 
Government may be benefited by the timely 
acquiescence of the two banke in their finan- 
cial measures; bat foreign exchanges, a5 we 
said before, will be materially affected. 
Now, it may as well be noted that the. 
yen—or such of them as find their way 
to Hongkong—are at present at about 
the same discount as obtains in Yoko-- 
hama, viz, 1} to 2 percent. This applies 
to this Colony ; in Canton they are not 
accepted, certainly not for use up coun: 
try. That this dithculty: may be over- 
come in timo by faithful mintage and a 
true touch, is not unlikely ; but the pro- 
ceab of circulating the yer will be a ques- 
tion of years, even supposing that the 
coin is legalized by the Hongkong Go.

He wes an earnest and devoted 
Missionary Bishop, whose heart was in his 
yovation, and who gave all his power to

Those who had any relations with him soon, 
learned to respect those powers, and to dis- 
cover that though simple in manner, and 
absolutely without affectation-of any kind,- 
Bishop Russell had a clear and penetrating | 
judgment, and that his. grasp of the points 
fa case was quick, distinct, and ‘com- 
‘prehensive. He disliked all suporfluous 
Iengunge, ail digressions which led ‘away 
from the main point at “issue; and:all con- 
vealments of the real state ofa case. He 
always saw where the difficulty roally lay 
and strove to deal with it in a spirit of can- 
dour and common sense. His letters on 
businesa topics wero models of clearness 
and. precision, and his frankness. when dis- 
cussing a complicated matter was beyond 
all praise. Tho position of a Missionary 
Bishop is not easy, “as his control over his 
clorgy is to a certain extent restricted, and 
he occupies a situation which a want of taot 
and forbearanco often renders uncom- 
fortable: But the charm of Bishop Rus- 
sell’s straightforwardness, and his ever- 
realizing sense of the true aims rnd duties 
of his office, mado tasks which would be 
hard to others apparontly light to’ him. 
He was never over-anxious about the titles 
of honour and the marks of respect which 
were his official right, and never impressed 
you with a sense of clutching tenuciously 
at the ontward and visible signa of ec- 
elesiastical dignity. The- result was that 
he was honoured wherever. he went and 
reccived from all classes the homage of 
affectionate regard. His Episcopate was 
undisfigured by a single quarrel, Though 
the late Bishop's standards of Christian at- 
tainment and of pastoral efficiency were 
high, he bad sympathies so "wide and o 
toleration so comprehensive that he never 
made an enemy. | i 

Of course,.as a Missionary, Bishop Rus- 
sell lived, worked, and ‘died. And as a 
Missionary he must be judged. Ho had 
very close to his warm heart the interests 
and the hopes of the Protestant Church in 
China, and the individual .welfare here and 
hereafter of all those who were members of 
it. He rejoiced in the belief that though 
the process of mission’ work had been slow, 
still there was stirring below, tho surface 
the throes which presage en important 
movement Christwards. at no distant day. 
We are sure we-shall be borne out by-those 
most intimately associated with the late 
Bishop when we say that few Missionaries 
had a more thorough and intimate ac- 
quaintonce with Chinese character. They 
knew him, and he knewthom. They loved 
him, and he loved them. : 

“ Never," wrote Mr Valentine in 1874, 
when describing o missionary tour with his 
late Diocesan, “ never did it more clearly 
appear:te my mind what a blessing and 
advantago it is to have a Bishop so fully 
acquainted with the language, temperament 
habits of thought—in short with all the 
idiosyncrasies of the people in his Diocese 
--as Bishop Russell is.” This was the 
conviction of all those who worked with 
and under the Jate lamented Chief Pastor 
of our Church in North China. But besides 


|his thorough devotion “to his missionary 


calling, Dr. Russell took a warm interest in 
the foreigners in Shanghai and the ports. 
He enjoyed his visits to this place, and 
warmly responded to the kindly welcomo of 
the residents when they offered him their 
Church os his Cathedral. Wo feel that 
there is much more to be said, bué must 
bo content with this brief sketch of a loving 
aid noble Christian character. The loss 
of tho: Church is severe—we had almost 
written irreparable. That of the beloved 
partner und helpinate of the Bishop must 
be grievous indeed, and wo offer, all we can 
offer, the deepest sympathy. ’ 


- Manila, .- 
(Translated from Eachanyes ) 


Boisterous weather was experienced at 
Manila on the night of the 7th, which con- 
tinued till the following morning ; some 
destruction was caased in the harbour, 
but: it was confined only to crafts of small 
capacity, some of which were stranded, and 
others capsized. . 

The steamer-Zmuy brought over 25 cases 
of sugar from China. 

A cigar sale was held on the 8th, and out 
of 4766 millares offered, 1577 millares wero 
only sold for sn aggregate sum of 
$20,057.04. ; ° 

‘Lhe Customs collectionfor September last 
atnounted to $84,794, against $107,749.97 
eamie time last year. . 

There is a decrease in the value of | 
dutiable articles exported during September 
last ; the fall is observable in sugar, of 
which were expdrted only 5,853,830 kilog- 
rams, while in August last there were dis- 
patched 9,732,333 kilograms. In hemp, 
there was a slight increase during Septem- 
ber, compared with the previous month.. 
The total value of goods exported jn Sep- 
tember was $672,090, being less by $158,174 
than that in the previous month. 

The following claims is among those 
published as having been disallowed :—That 
of the Chinaman named José Beruete Cua- 
Tuanco, in which he solicited the permis- | 
sion to re-export 102 Mexican dollars, which 
‘were seized by the Customs on the 2nd 
August -last, having been found concealed in 
his luggage on his arrival from China, and 
‘no declaration made, Itis further stated 
that this ia done now and in all similar 
cases in order that the decree of the 20th 
March, 1877, shall not bé disregarded. 
Also, that of Messrs Heinzen & Co, con- 
signees of the German barque Palzdin, for 
the recovery of the 14 casks of vegetables 
and 88 packages of English tobacco, seized 
by the Customs on board that vessel, which 
articles were not mentioned in the manifest.

patients ; and to that ead persons already 
practising in the Town in auch. occupations 
should bo called. upon for an examination, 
as to their practic’l koowledge and qualifi- 
cations of Pharmaceutical Chemists, and if 
they can satisfactorily prove that they are 
actually efficient in medical capacity, they
